work. In London there ha* been a general 
abandonment of frock coats and tail hate, 
straw hats and suits of tho thinnest material 
having l.oon adopted.

HOUSE OF LOBDS. 



The Agitation for Reform Working 
Its Way Throughout the 
British Empire. 

Some Opinions on the Subject in 
the Press and Else- 
where. 

London, Sept. 28.— The reform of tho 
Houeo of Lords has tho laat two days be- 
come a topic of principal discussion. Whilo 
nothing may como immediately or in the 
future the vigor with which tho subject ia 
bjing handled in tbe preea and in public ad- 
dresses indicates that the leaven is working 
which ultimately will give the House of 
Lords at leaBt some semblance of a represon" 
tatlve oharaoter. The speech by the Mar- 
quis of Londonderry at a binquob at Ripon 
last night, in which he admitted that the 
House of Lords is susceptible of improve- 
ment, and expressed the hope that tho 
Unionists would grapple with the question, 
la heartily welcomed by the Unionist press 
and appears to confirm the statement pub- 
lished in the DailyChronioloyeaterday morn- 
ing that the Conservative loaders meditate 
introducing a measure for the reform of the 
House of Lords. It ia suggested, however, 
that it is poaeible that this is another 
scheme emanating from tho oircles domin- 
ated by Right Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, 
with a vlow to further "dishing theRadicala." 
The latter, however, would consent to no 
reform which would leave tbe House of 
Lords in existence with the power of re- 
jecting or modifying bills adopted by the 
House of Commons. It le thought poaeible, 
however, that tho Radicals might be induoed 
to accept as an alternative of abolition tome 
measure which would leave the Lords the 
mere power of referendum to the poople re- 
garding any bill which they might deoline 
to accept. 

An editorial in the Graphic this morning 
aaya : " lb is easoutial that the number of 
hereditary peers now sitting in the Lords 
should be reduced by applying the eleotive 
principle employed in tho cases of the Scotoh 
and Irish peera. Tho Earl of Dunraven and 
other Independent Unionists are known to 
favor this. Its application would purga the 
Lords of a few of the black Bheep who give 
occasion to the enemy to sooff and would at 
tbe Bame titiio allow to the poors who uro inac- 
tive in tho work of parliament to borepluced 
by repreaontatives of great municipal and 
other commercial and learned inatitutions, 
to bring into tho parliament of tho Empire 
repreBontatives of tho groat committee 
aorosa tho sou, who bear allegiance to tho 
Queon ;bu t who have no voico in the control 
of the government." 

The Daily Chronicle, Liberal, atatea that 
tho loadora of the Conservative party intend 
to make the House of Lords an elective 
body, either by adopting the principle al- 
ready existing in relation to Scottish peers 
Bitting in the Honsa of Lords, or Lave tho 
House of Commons elect to the upper cham- 
ber from tho poerago. Aleo according to bho 
Chronicle, they intend to give peers tho 
right to forego tho House of Lords' preroga- 
tives and enter tho House of Commons.

The 
baso of tho skull was shattered by the bullet 
and the little girl diod shortly afterwards 
The boy is under ten years of ago. The 
coroner's jury returned the following verdict: 
"That deceased was accidentally shob and 
woundod in the skull from which aho died, 
tho gun by which she wan shot having boon 
carelessly Iefb loaded In tho woodshed by her 
fithor, Edward Mo Adam." 

The appeals against contain assessments 
under the famous dyking scheme have boon 
dismissed by Judge Bolo.

THE " AMERICA'S " CUP. 

Challenge From an Australian Yachtsman 
for tho Blue Ribbon of the Water. 

London", Sept. 27. — Mr. Herbert Moir, a 
well-known colonial yaohtsman, has writton 
an open letter to the Yachting World in 
whioh ho aaya : "I know lam expressing 
tho feolings of many Englishmen at home 
and abroad when I say that the America's 
cup should be brought aoroBS to the old 
country. I am prepared to form a syndl 
oato to build a yaohb to be callod the West 
Australia to bring the cup back to old Eng- 
land and subscribe £500." Mr. Moir is 
hoad of a largo Western Australian corpor- 
ation with hoadquartors in London, 
said in an interview this afternoon : 

" I havo long wished to build a yacht to 
aompeto for the America's oup. I wroto a 
challenge which was published in tho Finan- 
cU\ News lasb week. Sinoo then Mr. Rjsb 
challenged. I first Btarted yachting in Syd- 
ney harbor. Like all good yachtBmon and 
Auatrulians, I do not boo why tho cup should 
remain in America alwayB. I travelled all 
through tho United States last autumn. I 
ahull call tho boat after the colony where I 
havo mado my greatest BuccoasoB, West Aus- 
tralia- She will be built upon lines some- 
what similar to the Britannia, I can- 
not discloBo tho measurements yet. The 
accoptanoo of Mr. Robo's ohallongo for the 
America's cup will prooludo tho possibility 
of my raoing in 1896, but I shall havo my 
yacht roady in 1897. In this ontorpriao I 
am aBeiated by a syndicate of wealthy 
yauhtsmon and sportamen. I oannot reveal 
tho names of theae gentlemen at preBOnt. I 
am ready to sail anywhere. Any water 
good enough for tho Defender ia 
good enough for mo. Any conditiona fair 
enough for tho Defender oro fair enough for 
mo. Tho challenge will be Bont soon. Tho 
question as to who shall doBign tho West 
Australia has nob yob been aottlod. I am 
negotiating with four designers:. ''

American Sympathy Manifestly With 
the Czar as Against Great 
Britain, 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.— It appears from 
anollioial report received here, dated the 
Utter part of August, that Li Hung Chang 
Is again In disfavor, and that tho leaders of 
tho ignorant native faatioun aro uppermost. 
Tho viceroy of Nanking is tho head of tho 
opposition to Li, and tho reports show that 
this Nanking viceroy is the new power in 
China. A nominal title of " imperial chan- 
cellor " has been conferred upon Li, but it 
has no power or duties. It haa been found, 
however, that Li Is the only man oapable of 
negotiating tho new commercial treaty with 
Jupan, and ho has been named for this duty. 
A serious, hitch has occurred in tho treaty, 
owing to tho Japanese demand that Japan- 
ese courts ehall have extra territorial juris- 
diction in China, while no such Cainese 
courts are to be allowed in Japan. This ia 
a humiliation whioh the Chineso resent. 

On Novomber 8 the first instalment of 
50,000,000 taela of tho Japan war indemnity 
ia due. Russia has already deposited the 
money in China, bub a grave question has 
arisen whother China, having the money, 
will pay it to Japan. One faction demands 
that part of it be retained for China's homo 
needs, with an extension of tho debt to 
Japan. Russia insists that the full sum 
shall be paid to Japan, 

Reports to r (h jial and diplomatic repre- 
sentatives of Kiscorn countries indicate that 
RuHbiun Iluuuucc is becoming dominant, 
and that British influence, whioh haa 
hitherto ueeu uppermost in tho dtv.-Uipment 
of tho IviBt, is being Byatematlcall/ elimin- 
ated from the control of China bud the 
Eiat. Tho advance of Russian Influence has 
come by stages, none of which havo been 
sulfiaienc in Itself to attract marked atten- 
tion, bnb all of them combining toward com- 
plete Russian supremacy. At the close of 
fio recent war Russia dictated the evacu- 
ation of the Li&otung peninsnla and the 
great fortress of Porb Arthur, which had 
been oaptured by tho Japanese. 
It la believod that it Is the ultimate pur-

will be followed before long by Russian en- 
try under Chinese approval. After Russia 
had dictated the retirement of the Japanese 
from Port Arthur, tBe Rueslan government 
advanced the sum neceBsary to pay the first 
instalment of the indemnity to Japan. The 
amount reached $100,000,000 in gold, in- 
cluding the war indemnity and the payment 
for the release of Port Arthur. Thia has 
been followed within the last few days by 
reports of the establishment at Shanghai of 
a Russian bank as a medium of China's 
finanoial dealings with Ruaaia. 

While Ruaaia is making her hold on the 
East secure, English influence ia being 
thrown olf by a auccoBBlon of eventa. The 
Chineso have dismissed Sir Robort Harb 
from tho hoad of tho customs department. 
Sir Robert was the principal representative 
of Eogliah influence in China. Ho had 
modeled tho Chineso custom service on Eng- 
lish lines and officered ib with foreigners. 
His title was conferred upon him by tho 
Queen by reason of hia conspicuous and 
honest service in China. Hia retirement 
h»B baen followed by a demand by China 
for the rocsll of Mr, O'Conoor, tho Britiah 
minister to Peking, the ostensible roaaon 
being the zeal of the minister in the recent 
investigation cf riots against forelgnera, 
though those conversant with tho facta say 
that tho real reason was tho influence of 
RuEsia. 

An Americin gontleman recently arrived 
in Washington after being in China for 
aome time negotiating for the building of a 
railroad with American capital, found the 
Russian InfluoDoe so strong that ho went to 
the Russian ambassador at Peking to learn 
if tho American projeob would b-j viewed 
with favor by tho Russians. Tho umbiasa- 
dor said : " Yes, Americans and American 
capital will be welcomed in the develop- 
ment of China, but British capital is nob 
wantod." In tho moBt omphitic manner 
the ambassador made known his opinion 
thab Russia had openly onterod upon her 
course of controlling and developing China. 

In an indirect way the United States has 
become Involved in this evolution of Chineso 
affiirs. The present condition waa foreseen 
by Great Britain aomo timo ago, before tho 
Rooobory government wont out of office. 
Lord Klmberly addressed a note to thia 
country, sugi!"°' 'ng joint action in the set- 
tlement of the Onina-Japan trouble. It haa 
since been disoloaod by British officials ab 
Washington City that tho purpoBe of Lord 
Kimborly was to comont English aa against 
Russian influence. The United States de- 
clined Lord Klmborly's overture, and as a 
result tho Russians have beon loft freo to 
execute their broad plan of bringing tho 
EiStorn world under the irilaouoo of tho 
Czir.

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"REFORM" NOT IMPROVEMENT. 

The time has come for men to inquire into 
l ho reunite that the refarma from which ao 
assh waB promised and expoctod have pro- 
tiuoad, Have tboae reforms made the world 
much hotter than it waa before thoy were 
Introduced 1 Hirold Frederic, the London 
ionreopondent of the New York Times, 
writing of the celebration of the twenty- 
Sfth anniversary of General Ca'doma's en- 
Jranoe into Rome, naturally directs atten- 
tion to the changes that have taken place in 
Italy sinoe then, and to the effeota the 
ainifoation of Italy has produood. Have 
4ho political and other " roforms " which 
were thou Inaugurated improved the con- 
dition of the poople of Italy 1 Are they 
hatter and happier than they were before 
illsB days of Garibaldi! This American re- 
publican seems to think they are not : 

"The truth is," he says, " that Italy as a 
whole is in no mood for merry-making and 
rUscorna no practical reasons for oherlahing 
W0 as a saored date. The promises of that 
delusive year have all been broken, the pen- 
inuuH is us divided against itself as it was 
u.udcr the Grand Dukes, and the people are 
noi bottor educated, or housed, or fed, or 
clothed. Taxation has risen to the point of 
ruin, tho national debt of tho small, impov- 
erished country equals that of tho United 
it. tea at the close of the civil 
w»r, politics have grown hereditably base 
and rotten, and, worst of all, thore is a per- 
muieit religious feud ceaselessly disturbing 
I bo nocial life of every village, disrupting 
hmilies, estranging friends with deadly cer- 
tainty, and making another Ireland of the 
unhappy land. Crispi's long speech vaster- 
i*y rooognizsd and illustrated all this. It 
w*a as narrow and strictly partisan a har- 
urgue as was ever listened to." 

This, whon the glowing pictures of Italy's 
future painted by tho revolutionists are re- 
membered, is exceedingly sad and disap- 
pointing. The Italian revolutionists did 
not fight to mako their country such a one 
m this Amerioan journalist describes. Thoy 
*»Heved that one of the results of tho 
struggle in which they wero engaged would 
be to regenerate Italy, to make it not only 
free, but happy and prosperous. Those of 
iiiam R'ho survive cannot be proud of the 
(fork thoy did. Tho impoverished people 
havo evidoni ly too much to do to pay their 
taxes axd to Bet a little coarse food to oat, 
so giva attention to tho squabbles of tho de- 
generate politicians who eeek their favors, 
Many of them soo that tho only way by 
which they- can better thoir condition is to 
laavo the lovely land of thoir birth to earn a 
living under sordid conditions in an ungon- 
>ial dime. There Booms to bo no proBpoot of 
freeing tho counbry from ita onormous load 
nf dobt or of lightening the burden of taxa- 
tion which Is crushing the spirit out of tho 
people. , 

In tho opinion of hor rulors Italy must 
maintain war establishments altogether dis- 
proportioned to hor moans. Sho, if bIio 
syaata to maintain hor placo in the family of 
natione and to koop tho poworful friends on 
-whom aho deponda, daro not economize, so 
ihs chances of tho people of Italy being bet- 
ter educated, bottor housed, hatter fed and 
foofcter olothed than thoy aro at prosent are 
sxceedingly small. Yet tho happiness of tho 
.groat mass of tho people almost entirely do- 
rounds on improvements being mode in those 
■iHrectlono. Whut are political privileges to 
p. people who aro insufficiently fod; what 
iivon is national greatness to men and wo- 
men who aro eo absorbed in the strugglo for 
trtistence that they have noithor time nor 
inclination to think of anything else ? 

It la evidont that revolution and roform 
•jo- called, have done very littlo for tho poo- 
ple of Italy, and wo fear that if wo inquirod 
closely and honestly Into the condition of 
tho masses in other countries wo would bo 
obliged to mako tho samo admission. Many 
3ien in many lands are beginning fearlessly 
to mako this inquiry, and to toll tho world 
of the dlsoovories they have mudo and the 
conclusions ab which thoy havo arrived. 
Some oi them, from what thoy havo seen and 
beard, aro fain to eay of political roform 



that this also is " vanity and vexationgof 
spirit." The results hoped for and pre- 
dicted have not been realized. Ignorance 
and want and suffering in Bpito of theraformB 
that have been made, are found to abound 
in the moBt advanced communities, and the 
people as a wholo are as bidly in need of 
help as ever they were. 

ABOUT CHEESE. 

A good deal has been said and written of 
late in the eastern parts of the Dominion 
about cheoBO. As our readors know Canada 
has become a large exporter of this com- 
modity. England has been her prinoipal 
markob. Canadiau cheese of excollent quali- 
ty haa boon sold in tho Eogliah markot at 
unprecedentodly low prices. The quality of 
tho cheese could not bo denied. Being so 
good and so cheap it has become a favorite 
with the British consu-ner. Finding it 
growing into favor ao fiat and wishing to 
aheck the demand for it, it entered the head 
of tho editor of the North British Agrloul- 
oulturiab to give it a bud name. In an art!- 
clo on tho subject of Canadian cheese, ho ln- 
aorted this very damaging paragraph : 

" It Is Btated, however, on good authority 
that a considerable proportion of the so- 
c-illed full milk choeao from Canada is in 
reality mado from soparatod milk fattened 
with oleo, and that this artificial fattening 
of the choeao la us diffioult to detect as iB a 
skilfully blended mixture of margarino 
among butter. This is u matter to which 
the chomical exports of tho Board of Agri- 
culture may well direct their attention." 

Ib can easily be understood that a state- 
ment of this kind, if not coniradioted and 
proved to be false, would ruin tho market 
for Canadian cheese in England. To make 
matters worse the Times on tho asBumptlon 
that tho North British Agriculturist had 
" good authority " for tho assortion it made, 
commented upon it moro in sorrow than in 
anger, as the following extraot from ita 
article shows : 

" Tho woll-wishere of Canada will read 
this statement with deep regret, and they 
will sincerely hope it may provo to havo no 
foundation in fact. Thero is no brighter 
spot in tho history of agricultural develop- 
ment and industrial enterprise than the 
reoord of tho honest* and detorminod efforts 
which Canada suacosBfully mado to manu- 
facture a pure, unsophisticated Cheddar 
oheese whioh, in point of quality, should be 
second to none in the world. Nothing shorb 
of a Buloldal policy could have diotated auoh 
a atop as embarkation in the " filled " oheoao 
trade, when her freedom even from suspicion 
of this has hitherto been one of the chief 
causes of her triumph in the English cheesA 
markets." 

Sir Charles Tupper, it can bo easily be- 
lieved, lost no time in communicating with 
Mr. Robertson, the Dominion Dairy Com- 
missioner in Ottawa, who immediately gave 
the statement made by tho Agriculturist a 
most emphatic denial. Ho declared that 
such an artlole as that paper described had 
never been manufactured in Canada. Tho 
Agriculturist was challenged to state who 
was its "good authority." That paper waa 
then obliged to mako tbo very lame exouso 
that a mistake had been mado in the word- 
ing of tho paragraph, and that the word 
"Amerioa" should have appeared instead 
of Canada. 

Tho prompt denial on the part of the 
Canadian authorities, followed as it was by 
tho biok-down of tho North British Agri 
culturiat, prevented tho libel on Canadian 
oheose doing much harm in England. It 
may, in faob, have exactly the opposite 
effoot to that intended. Ib has directod 
public attention In England to Canadian 
cheese, and porsons who never thought of it 
bofore may be induood to give it a trial and 
they, finding it as it is universally admitted 
to be, rich, well flavored and pure, will moBt 
probably continue to use It. 

In order that Canadian cheoso may not be 
in tho future mistaken for Amerioan it is ad- 
vooated that overy cheese mado in Canada 
should bo " branded, " not only with name 
of tho plaoo whsre it was made but with tho 
name of the maker and the date of ita man- 
ufacture. Tho marking should be on tho 
cheoao itself, and the law should make puch 
marking compulsory. It Is contended that 
if this bo done Canadian oheeso will retain 
its good oharaoter, and that both detraction 
and fraud will bo more diflioult than they 
are at preBont. 

THE BOUNDARY AGAIN. 

Tho San Francisco Chrouiolo is indignanb 
because on a map of British Columbia, com- 
piled by tho direction of G. B Martin, 
Chief Commissioner of Linda and Workp, 
tho boundary line botweon this Provineo and 
Alaska is in its proper placo. Tho Chronicle 
deolaros that tho object aimed at " is un at- 
tempt to gain jurisdiction ovor tho lisads of 
the groat Alaskan inlets, and to inoludo 
within British territory aomo of the richoat 
miuoa and mining lands heretofore belong- 
ing indisputably to tho United States." 

Our oxcitod contemporary surely knows 
that no part of the torrltory bolongs " in- 
disputably to tho United Statos " except 
that which was purohasod from Russia and 
contained within tho boundaries defined in 
tho Treaty of 1825, That treaty vory oloarly 
dofinoa that part of tho boundary whioh the 
Chronicle declares is so markod on tho map 
of British Columbia as to show as British 
torritory harbors and mines that indisput- 
ably belong to tho United Statos. Tho lino 
as traced on tho " olEoial " map commoncos 
at tho aouthornmoat point of Prince of WaleB 
Island, runs northward until it moots 
tho parallol of Iotitudo 56*. Our 
San Franolsoo contemporary like tho 
Seattle Timoa vory convoniont'y omits 
the word " northwards," but says 
instead " up Portland ohannol and to tho 
5Gth degroo of north latitude" Ib so hap- 
pens that on modern maps thoro is no moh 
body of wator as " Portland channel," bub 
there is a ohannol which, by going north- 
wards, loads from Point Chacon to tho 50th 
dogreo of north latitude A lino run- 
ning through this channol may or may 
not inoludo as British torritory tho harborB 
and places mentioned by tho Chroniale as 
bolonglng indisputably to tho Unltod Sbatoi. 



If the line as given in the treaty of 1825 
Includes them within United States terri- 
toiy thero is nothing more to bo said; 
but if they are on tho oast of that 
live they are in British torritory, and those 
who dispute Groat Britain's right to thorn 
have not an honest fact or a sound argument 
to advance in support of thoir olaim. 

Tho draughtsman, whether British or Am- 
erican, who drew tho map whioh is tho sub- 
ject of our contemporary's fiery article, hav- 
ing tho treaty before him, could not have 
traoed tho boundary line in any other direc- 
tion than that marked on the map. The 
treaty told him to start at the extreme south 
of Prince of Wales Island, then pursue a 
northerly diroction until he camo 
to the .">li th degree of north la- 
titude. This ho did. There waa no 
other couree open to him, and the line he 
traced is beyond controversy tho right one. 

Tho coolness of our American contempor- 
aries in contending that all tho torritory 
horetofore claimed by Americans, who prob- 
ably knew nothing about tho treaty of 1825 
and oared as littlo, is indisputably tho pro- 
perty of tho United States cannot be suffi- 
ciently admired. Whon tho CommiaBionera 
moot they will no doubt decide upon the 
lino whioh ia in oonformity with tho terms of 
tho treaty, and thab lino up to tho 50th 
parallel of north latitude will be the one 
markod on tho offioial map of Britiah Co! 
umbla.

THE TRAVELLING DAIRY, 

A Lively Interest Has lieen Taken In It by 
the Farmers. 

Tho travelling dairy, which haB boon 
giving objoot leoaona to tho formorB in tho 
making of buttor, finished ite work in tho 
district around Victoria yostorday, and to- 
morrow opens up at Dunoan whore it will 
Btay two days, and then move on to Munal- 
mo. Mr. J. A. Ruddlok, who is in charge, 
saye that tho intorest takon by tho farming 
community in tho dairy has been 
highly BatUfeotory and promises well 
for a rapid improvement in tho dairying in- 
dustry hero, Ono of the results haB boen to 
aet the farmers thinking more on tho sub- 
ject of butter making and give it greater 
importahco than has hitherto been tho caso. 
Tho practical working methods of the dairy 
will induoo people to provide themselves 
with hotter appliances, and go in more 
systematically for butter making. Good 
wator, a favorable climate, and other oon- 
ditlonB, should enable buttor to bo made to 
advantage, and in Mr. Ruddick'a 
opinion all tho buttor consumed in the 
provinco, should and can' bo produced 
hero without bringing it in from outside 
places. At tho same timo farmers on the 
island will havo to lutolligontly study the 
conditions as thoy exist fov tho produotlon 
of feed, bo that the pasturage, especially dur- 
ing tho dry summer weather, may bo sup- 
plemented by fodder crops of various kinds 
For instance, corn of tho proper varieties 
can bo grown on tho right kind of soil with 
fair success, as ia shown by the reeults at 
Duncan's and other placoB. For this otimato 
it ia necessary that corn should bo sown very 
thinly, a third of a bushel to tho aoro, and 
an oarly maturing variety selected.

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CHAPTER L

Henry M. Stanley, tho groat African ex- 
plorer, ani now a member of tho BritiBh 
Houao of Commons for Lambeth, ia in the 
city. Ho oamo by tho Charmer last night, 
and Is staying at the Briard. Ho is not 
vi'jitinf; Canada, ho says, in the Interest of 
a land syndicate, as was cabled over from 
England when he Bailed for thin country. 
It is plouBuro that has brought him here ; 
he has a month in which to soe Canada, nni! 
is muking the moBt of it. That story about 
the land eyndicato was newspaper talk, he 
oaippoBcs, and of English newspapers ho 
considers the only four worth reading are 
the Times, Standard, Telegraph and 
Chronicle. Every respectable Englishman 
reads tho Times, and after reading its edi- 
torials Bays "That's juet what 1 thought." 
The Dally Telegraph represents British 
militant sentiment ; the Standard, orthodox 
British Conservatism, and the Chronicle in- 
telligent modern Radicalism. As for news- 
paper paragraphs, lots of good-natured 
idiots, calling themselves friends of his, Bent 
them to him by tho soore from all parts of 
the world from New /iaaland to Zanzibar, 
mostly personal of course, but life hus too 
much serious buainoss on hand for men like 
him to spend time on paragraphs. 

He does not think the London papers In 
touch with the people outside of tbo metrop- 
olis. Upon the qutstion of bi-metalllsm the 
EngltBh people hardly undoratand tho qneET- 
tion, nor have thsy as a whole any idea of 
tho gravity of it, such as they would have if 
they lived on this continent. England's 
policy is monometallism, but if she would 
accept bimetallism Germany would also do 

DO. 

Mr. Stanley doeB not expect to return to 
Africa again. In regard to the scheme of 
Hon. Cecil Rhodes to build a telegraph line 
from Capetown to Cairo to link Africa with 
Europe, he considers it Impraotlcable. There 
are many warlike tribefl in tho way and 
tho Mahdl oould not be " squared " with 
soft words if he took it into hia head to op- 
poao it. During Mr. Stanley's stay in Vlo- 
toria the Mayor and the officers of the 
Board of Trade will try to make his visit 
pleasant and give bim overy opportunity of 
aeelng and learning what he can of the city 
and country.

Hunters From the "Annie M. Nixon" 
Torn Up After a Very Trying 
Experience. 

' in Expert to Examlu9 the Coal Pros- 
pects at Quatsino -More Sear- 
ers Home. 

H. A. DaiglaB, of Port Simpaon, who ar- 
rived in Soattle from tho North a few days 
ago, brings the sows that James West and 
J. S. Brew, who wero loab In a dory from 
the schooner Annie M. Nixon on tho halibut 
bknks of Queen Charlotte Sound on August 
3, had roached shore after torriblo hardships, 
Aftor the men were loBb In the fog they 
wandered around for six days without food, 
with no protectionagaint tho weather except 
their oilskina. For four of the 
six days wind blew a gale 
and rain came down in torrents. 
On tho fourth day they roaohod Dundus 
island, in Dixon entrance, which Is entirely 
uninhabited. Thero they procured a sup- 
ply of water and dug aomo clams, but e y 
ate so many raw clams after their lr,^ fn 6t 
that it made thBm very alck. 

"Then they 6tartod out through a high 
wind and rainBtorm and mado Port Simpaon 
about 5 o'cloak on tho evoning of tho second 
day bo completely exhausted that they 
staggered in getting out of tho boat, and 
had to bo helpod up tho beioh to tho hotol 
Thoy had rowed so constantly that the 
oars wore worn nearly through, and the 
hands were masses of blisters. Then they 
were given a supply of provisions and a sa 
for their boat, and started out t o find th 
Annie Nixon or any other fiahirg schoone 
from Soattle. 

MORK SEALERS RETURN, 

The sealing sohooners Ocean Belle 
Mermaid from Copper Island, and K»thor 
ino from Bohrlng Sea, arrived home yoster 
day. The former two had uneventful 
oruises and would havo been here several 
days ago had it not been for thoir being bo 
oalmod off the Cape. As catches tho Mor 
maid brought 1,852 ekinB and tho Ocean 
Bollo 1,618 skina. The Katherine's oatoh 
procured in the Behring Sea, was 700 skins! 
In addition to her own orew of Indians, lh_ 
Katherihe brought back two bolonging to 
the schooner Victoria and two belonging to 
tho Dora Sioword, or in all two canoe crews. 
Both were found after they had boen loBt 
from thoir respective schooners some little 
timo. The oaaoo belonging to tho Victoria 
had eight skinB whon found. Tho mon ha 
got too far away from their vesael ono fin 
day and when found had been lost over 
night. Strango to say one of tho Kathe 
int. 's boats alBo got aBtray and is now aboard 
the Dora Siewerd.

FRANCE AND MADAGASCAR. 

A Competent Authority Itldicules the Idea of 
the Hovas Being Utterly 
Defeated. 

London, Sept. 27.— Col. Shervlngton 
formerly commander-in-chief of tho Mala 
gaoy forces, which position ho resigned I 
April laBt, haB been interviewed by th 
Daily News regarding the war in MadagaB 
car. Col. Shorvington told a roporter tha 
the Hovas intended to fight to the bitter 
ond, und ho is convinced that the French 
aocounts of their victory over the Hovaa at 
Majunga havo baen issued for the purpoao of 
cheerinu tho French people. Col. Sherving 
ton Baid further that it was ridiculous to 
suppose, as was statod in an official die 
patch from Madagaacar this week, thab the 
main body of the Hovas army had been mob 
forty miles from the capital and dofeatod 
Tbo Hovaa, Col. Shorvington says, would 
nover oxpoBo tho capital by dispatching the 
main body of troopB to the front. Tho 
French expedition has no'i mot tho Hovas 
army, ho Baid, and will nob until within two 
miles of tho capital. Then , oonoluded Col. 
Shorvington, thero will D0 a desperate 
battlo.
